JUDGE BARKER, VOLUNTEER 
FIRE FIGHTERS IN SQUABBLE 

It appears, from the reverberations throughout the 
County during the past week, that the wrangling between 
the organized volunteer firemen and County Judge Horace 
Barker continue to go places but get no where in particular. 
It is evident that a publicly supported fire fighting force and 
local volunteer organizations 
just can't get along together. 

Judging- from what has 
been happening recently and 
the continuing clashes be- 
tween the Volunteer Firefighters' 
organisation and public authori- 
ties, particularly Judge Barker, 
the County's entire setup of fire 
fighting facilities is likely to be 
thrown into a state of confusion. 
Much comment is now going the 
rounds relative to the lack of 
harmony observed during the 
past several months between the 
different agencies, which 
incompatible. 

The public has begun to 
what the new situation adds up 
to. Most people have a good word 
for the volunteers, and give them 
credit for doing a good Job. The 
big question Is, will the County 
do a better job, with the thous- 
ands of dollars of public funds 
that are being poured Into the 
establishing and maintenance of 
a paid fire department. 

The most recent developments 
came out of the Fiscal Court's ac- 
tion voting to allow a represen- 
tative of the volunteers to sit in 
at meetings of officials of the 
County Fire Department and the 
Kentucky Inspection Bureau. 
With this Judge Barker dissented.

Judge Barker bitterly op- 
posed the motion but after 45 
minutes of argument by Judge 
Barker, a vote was taken on the 
motion and the three Commis- 
sioners voted in favor of it. 

In spite of the Fiscal Court's 
action (Judge Barker being the 
Chairman) on March 11 the next 
morning, Judge Barker and the

Outlawry of religious education 

in publicly-owned schools, by the 
recent Supreme Court decision, 
was, after the philosophy of our 
government, logically to be ex- 
pected. After all, there are a few 
atheists and a host of free-think- 
ers whose constitutional rights 
would be invaded if their chil- 
dren were subjected to formal 
religious instruction. We get the 
principle of complete freedom in 
religious matters from the Christ- 
ian revelation, the Word of God, 
itself. The Bible avows the free 
will of man in matters of faith. 

This decision poses a problem, 
however, to Protestant people 
who want their children to have, 
not an un-Christian education— 

ably becomes somewhat anti-re- 
ligious — but a complete training 
of not only the mind but the 
spirit. Catholics have this in their 
parochial schools but Protestants 
have no effective substitute for 
these church-maintained institu- 
tions. This likely - to - be - fatal 
omission of current Protestantism 
is being recognized by an in- 
creasing number of Christian 
people and a few churches have, 
through an independent commit- 
tee, organized Christian Day 
Sehools. This is called the Christ- 
ian Day School Movement with 
headquarters in Chicago.

The very nature of the lilac, 
ilow-growing shrub, implies 
planned beauty in dooryards, for 
forward-looking people had to 
?lant for the future when they 
let out lilacs. Children and 
grand-children cash in on 
foresight of their ancestors. One 
French lilac that I passed today 
is seventy-five years old at the 
very least and now covers a 
space comparable with that ot a 
good-sized shade tree. Every 



flourish in many yards. They 
remind me of their wild kindred, 
wild hydrangea, and their aris- 
tocratic cousins ob later develop- 
ment, such as the hydrangeas in 
Southern gardens.

This is an increase of 
more than 28 per cent. 

The National Poultry Improve- 
ment Plan got under way on a 
national scale in 1938, and is to 
be credited with a large share in 
the improvement which the egg 
production records reveal, says 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

In 1938 there were 1,017 hatch- 
eries operating under the NPIP. 
In 1947 the number was 4,498. 
The egg capacity of the hatcher- 
ies under the NPIP was 38 mil- 
lion in 1938 and 328 million in 
1946, or nearly two-thirds of the 
total hatchery capacity. 

A notable result of operations 
under the NPIP has been a 50 per 
cent decline in the incidence of 
pullomm disease reactors— from 
3.88 per cent in 1938 to 1.84 in 
1946.

CABBAGE. CAULIFLOWER, 
BROCCOLI 

Cabbage, cauliflower and broc- 
coli resemble each other in that 
all are leaf crops, and so need 
rich soil, high in nitrogen. The 
soil can be made rich by side- 
dressing with a bushel of chicken 
manure to 300 feet of row or a 

pound of nitrate to 100 feet. 
They resemble each other, top, 
in the pests that attack them/ 

These are the green worm, the 
cabbage louse and the Harlequin 
bug. For the worm and the lice, 
there is no better control than 
rotenone dust of % per cent 
strength, but most times 
may be prevented from giving 
trouble in the garden by dusting 
thoroughly the "frost - proof" 
plants before they are set. The 
Harlequin bug is the many- 
colored "hardshell" that usually 
comes only after the weather has 
become hot, and for this a special 
insecticide is needed— Sabadilla 
dust. The pest is a sucking insect. 
Sabadilla dust kills by contact 
and is more powerful than roten- 



ciation, Mr. Clay.
